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What Happened 
At The Awards 


Soccer's continuing improved status 
can be mirrored by the fact that the 
sport was represented in no fewer 
than four different categories in the 
ABC Sports Awards, held earlier this 
week. 

A nomination for the Young 
Socceroos, two for the Socceroos 
and one for ASF Chief Executive, 
Ian Holmes are proof that the sport is 
in good shape. 

Maybe in past years we would 
have all been delighted with these 
nominations but real proof of our 
advances is the reality that we are 
not. Soccer might have been nominated four times but it won 
nothing. 

The Young Socceroos came fourth in their version of the World 
Cup. The Socceroos advanced over twenty places in FIFA ranks 
throughout the year, and only failed to qualify for the World Cup 
when beaten by Argentina — twice winners of the trophy itself and 
almost always rated in the top ten nations in the world. 

What do the Socceroos have to do to win a category in the ABC 
awards, beat one of the best six teams in the World? 

FIFA represents 178 different countries in the most popular team 
sport in the world — with spectators and players. The World Cup is 
the sporting event in the world calendar, forget the Olympics, that is 
dwarfed in comparison to the round ball cup. 

When Australia does well in such company then we should expect 
to see our representatives honoured at sporting awards. Maybe if the 
ABC had honoured its commitments to televising soccer then the 
game would have been higher rated in its awards. 

But South Melbourne supporters know that the Australian senior 
and junior teams deserve recognition, after all we supplied Kevin 
Muscat, Alex Kiratzoglou, Jason Polak, Mehmet Durakovic, Paul 
Trimboli, Francis Awaritefe, Gary Hasler and Captain Socceroo, Paul 
Wade. 

That in itself should be recognised. 

And finally what about Pau] Wade for Australian Sportsman of the 
Year? He wrote his name into the record books by fighting back 
from illness and loss of form to win his 65th international cap, 
competing for a place in the team against professionals good enough 
to be earning mega buck contracts overseas — and stil] marked Diego 
Maradona out of almost 180 minutes of pulsating football.

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There is little doubt that 
soccer in Australia is at a 
crossroads, hampered from 
any real progression until 
the ultimate of full-time 
football is achieved but 
unable to attract the sort of 
flair and pizzazz into the 
game that will make that 
final jump possible. 

Today Inside Soccer takes 
a look at the obstacles that 
stand in the way of 
achieving that full time 
dream.

Most clubs in the CCSL have 
them, most want more but 
without the budget to really 
do anymore than wish. 

They are the fulltime 
footballers of Australia's 
premier soccer competition, 
the Coca-Cola Soccer 
League. 

In most cases __ their 
numbers are restricted to two 
categories of player — the visa 
players who by law are not 
allowed to take on an outside 
job and younger players who 
are intent on cracking the big 
time of European football, 
and are gambling on 
increased fitness and skills 
practice to take them there. 

The classic example was 
Ned Zelic. The tall and 
graceful libero struggled by 
when he was at Sydney 
United, and then Sydney 
Olympic, on a wage which 
would never have seen his 
bank manager ask him out to 
dinner. 

But at least Zelic, and 
others like him, were able to 
top their club salaries with 
eamings from the Olyroos 
and Socceroos. 

That gave him that little bit 
extra to finance his lone 
pounding of St George 
Stadium. 

But Zelic knew that a full 
time football career was his - 
just there for the taking after 
he had achieved his dream of 
leading his country to 
Olympic Gold. 

In the end, Zelic's dream 
didn't quite work out as the 
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Ned Zelic in UEFA Cup Final action against Juventus's Moreno 
Torricelli. A full time set-up would encourage players of Zelic's calibre to 


remain in Australia and seek out a career at South Melbourne.

Olyroos lack of tactical 
awareness was exploited by a 
tuthless Polish side in the 
Barcelona semi finals. 

But even before then Zelic 
knew that he was on his way 


to the big time. 

It had never really been a 
question of when but rather, 
with whom. 

Along 
Melbourne's 


with South 
Gary Hasler, 


Zelic had already completed a 
successful six week trial with 
then English champions, 
Leeds United. 

The Elland Road club 
wanted both players. 


Liverpool were also in the 
queue for Zelic's signature - 
as were twenty other Dutch, 
Belgian and French clubs. 

So in the end the Zelic 
gamble paid off, but it hasn't 
for countless others, players 
who are no past their sell- 
by-date — at least as far as a 
fulltime European career is 
concerned. 

But there is always hope, 
as Heidelberg's Joe Palatsides 
recently found out. 

Even at 27, the former 
Middle Parker was thrown a 
lifeline by Greek First 
Division outfit, Kalamaria. 

That doesn't happen often, 
though. 

And with a total of just 
under three hundred first 
team footballers currently on 
contract with CCSL clubs 
there is certainly _ stiff 
competition for those rare 
overseas contracts. 

Visa players are another 
thing. 

They supposedly offer 
Australian football something 
more than what is available in 
this country. 

Sometimes that isn't readily 
apparent when watching the 
players in action, but it is 
their commitment to the 
game, as much as their skills, 
which make them such an 
asset. 

"You can see the 
difference," one CCSL coach 
told me recently. 

"They know how to train, 
and how to act properly as 
footballers. 

"The good habits that they 
can teach the local players are 
immeasurable." 

By law visa players must be 
paid a minimum of $600 per 
week — win, lose or draw for 
52 weeks of the year. Or as 
long as the player is 
registered with the club. 

For $600 the CCSL is not 
capable of attracting the 
Linekers, Van Bastens or 
Baggios of the world. 

Instead, it draws the good, 
honest jourmeymen who are 
prepared to travel the world 


in search of full-time 
football.

Paul Wade has strong views about 
football. He isn't content just to kick 
the ball about on the park — even at 
the high standard that he has set 
himself - and instead is quick to

And asked whether he would sacrifice off field earnings for 
a Standard visa wage of $600 a week the Blues skipper took 


about two seconds to answer. 


"For South Melbourne?," he clarifies "yes, I would. 
"There is something in the frying pan just now and full time 
football will become a reality if it gets passed. 


"It is just around the comer. 


"In a year or two it will be a reality." 
The South Melbourne skipper isn't one of the those who 
sees closer ties with Asia as a means to achieving full time 


professionalism. 


"T don't know that we have that much to learn from 
Malaysia. The stories that Mickey P tells about the bribery 
and match rigging — do we really need that in Australia? 

"We need the Asian money but we don't need their 


standards — no way." 


And full time football at Middle Park? 
"It probably won't happen while I'm playing here, but once 
we've got the Hellas Club built it will be just around the 


comer. 


"Once we've got that sort of professionalism in the club then 
the bigger sponsors will start coming in as well. Once we 
achieve all that then the South Melbourne supporters will be 
able to stay on after the game and spend their leisure dollars 


instead of going elsewhere." 


visa, but more often than not 
it is the 'nearly player’, those 
with above average talent 
who just haven't quite made it 
big back home. 

And rather than struggle in 
lower division football and 
juggle a job at the same time, 
they prefer to accept the 
$30,000 contract which at 
least allows them to have a 
reasonable lifestyle. 

That visa payment is what 
must be used as a yardstick 
when preparing a budget for 


fulltime football. 
It mightn't sound much, but 


multiply 18-20 times 
$30,000 per year and that 
makes another $600,000 for 
the club to find. 

Add on the normal running 
costs which include clerical 
and managerial staff, ground 
hire or maintenance, 
insurance, outfitting, 
promotion, magazines, CCSL 
fees, transfer fees, signing on 
fees, bonuses, youth team 
costs and you have another 


$300,000 - and that doesn't 
include provision for signing 
on any real big name players. 

That is about $900,000 
which an average club must 
spend just to aim for a 
possible Top Six spot. 

Any club gearing up for a 
title push would find a 
fulltime budget closer to the 
$1.5million mark. 

That is major money. 

No sensible business would 
prepare to spend that sort of 
cash in the hope that it will 
come back in through the 
gate. 

Well-run soccer clubs use 
gate money as a boost for 
next season, as bonus money 
or as a top up to their budget 
— they never use it as the sole 
revenue. 

At $10 a head through the 
turnstile, and based on 16 
League and Cup games per 
season, it would require an 
average gate of 10,000 per 
game — and full fare paying 
customers at that. 

There isn't a soccer club in 
the country, not even South 
Melbourne with the best 
support in the land, which is 
currently drawing an average 
crowd in that vicinity. 

There are signs that crowds 
are on their way up, with 
figures this season being on 
the improve. 

But they are only on the 
improve for the top clubs. 

Clubs like Brunswick and 
Heidelberg are still struggling 
on figures often below 1,000 
people. 

For professional soccer to 
succeed it must also be 
successful at the bottom end. 

That leaves the game way 
short of the marketing 
wizardry that is necessary to 
bring in the big bucks. 

But is full time 
professionalism any big deal 
anyway? 

Is it really worth it all? 

To get a proper answer 
you'd have to ask Frank 
Farina, Robbie Slater, Mark 
Bosnich or any of the 40 or 
so Aussie professionals who 
are plying their trade just now 
from Hong Kong to 
Argentina — and all ports in 
between. 
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Why would Robbie Slater, 
a player who is rated as near 
world class by Maradona 
himself, combine a job with 
part time football earnings 
when he is capable of earning 
up to $30,000 a month in the 
French League? 

Even players like Shaun 
Murphy who are reserve 
teamers in England will be 
making $500 - $600 a week 
in a full time environment. 

And $500 goes a lot further 
in Nottingham than it would 
in Melbourne. 

So, how far away is 
Australia from becoming 
fully professional when even 
the very average Belgian 


League can lure away our 
best players. 

With the right marketing 
push, it is conceivable that 
that 10,000 crowd would be 
easy—meat for clubs like the 
Blues. 

Imagine what our own 
league would be like if every 
one of those players had 
stayed at home - training and 
playing in a fulltime 
environment. 

It is conceivable that the 
South Melbournes, Marconis 
and Adelaide Citys of the 
League would attract crowds 
around the 18,000 mark with 
the rest following on behind. 

But soccer in Australia 


must take a united approach 
to achieve that dream. 

The ASF must be used as 
the fulcrum for attaining 
professionalism, not by 
reducing the amount of clubs 
within the League or 
engaging in silly TV 
programmes which allow 
peripheral newsprint 
journalists to snipe at those 
who have invested their time, 
energy and money into the 
game. 

Nor by allowing the 
direction of the game to be 
led by faceless people who 
have no real Jove nor interest 
in the game itself. 

It is now approaching the 


twenty year mark since the 
clubs first agreed upon a 
national format. 

It is maybe now time for the 
clubs themselves to agree 
upon the next stage, a time 
frame for the adoption of full 
time soccer. 

When that is decided - by 
all clubs — then those with the 
skills, both on and off the 
park, will be attracted to our 


domestic league. 
That is when Australian 
soccer will rise to the 


aspirations that the many hard 
working servants of the game 
have.

Most football fans in Australia would 
concede that when they first watched 
Francis Awaritefe playing the game that 
he wasn't rated in their top fifty of best 
players, never mind the top ten. 

And into that category also come a 
few otherwise fairly astute coaches. 

But ask anyone who has seen the 
English born striker a few times and 
you'll have a totally different opinion. 

"It is his style," said one of his South 
Melbourne team-mates, "or more 
correctly — it is the complete lack of it!" 

"When Francis runs his legs go 
everywhere." 

It is that gangly running gait that has 
lulled a lot of defences into believing 
that Awaritefe can't play - and how 
wrong they are. 

But when a five years younger Francis 
turned up at Middle Park for trials he 
didn't exactly get the reception he had 
hoped for. 

No thanks, he was bluntly told and the 
player who had been on the books of 
Wimbledon and also played for FA Cup 
giant killers Sutton United hot footed it 
over to Somers Street where he was 
quickly signed on. 

In that last season of CCSL winter 
football Awaritefe rattled in 10 goals 
from 26 appearances for the Knights, 
not a bad effort for a player who 
‘couldn't play’. 

All in all, Awaritefe scored 41 goals in 
96 CCSL matches in his four seasons 
with Melbourne Knights before 
transferring to South Melbourne. 

It was one of the surprises of the year 
when at the end of the 91/92 season the 
Knights placed him on the transfer list. 

Maybe they thought that they had 
plenty in reserve with Ivan Kelic, Ollie 
Pondeljak and Damian Mori on the 
books and youngsters like Damien 
Vojtek and Mark Viduka waiting in the 
wings. 

So with a $50,000 price and an 


‘unwanted' tag on his head, 
Awaritefe caused the second 
shock of the year when he came 
to Middle Park. 

For the player it was "an offer 
too good to refuse, an ambition 
to play with so many top class 
players." 

It was also seen as an 
opportunity to further his desire 
to win a Socceroo call up. 

But before signing up at 
Middle Park Awaritefe had a ten 
match guest spell with Premier 
League North Geelong and it 
was his amazing record of 11 
goals that helped them on their 
way to their first ever League 
title. 

The first game of the 92/93 
CCSL season saw the visit of 
Sydney United and Awaritefe duly 
obliged the four thousand crowd with a 
goal on his debut for the Blues. 

That season saw him score 17 goals to 
finish up as the CCSL's top scorer — and 
by now his critics, if he had any left, 
were all pushing his name for selection 
in the Socceroo team. 

The last one to be convinced was 
Eddie Thomson, but even Thommo 
finally found a place for him when an 
experimental squad flew for two games 
with South Korea as part of the World 
Cup build up. 

"To be honest, I had considered 
Awaritefe for some time before," recalls 
the national team coach, "and had even 
picked him for a couple of training 
camps. 

"But this time he was fit and available 
and so we called him up." 

Ironically, his strike partner in his 
Aussie debut in the 1-1 draw was 
Kimon Taliadoros, whose transfer to 
Marconi had made his signature a target 
for South Melbourne in the first place. 

With a distinct rastafarian haircut and

the honour of being one of only two 
negroes playing in the CCSL Awaritefe 
certainly sticks out in the crowd. 

He is also controversial with his run—- 
ins with referees this season earning him 
plenty of space in the tabloids. 

But that doesn't conceal his obvious 
talent nor that elusive ability to score 
goals, the very thing that makes the 
game go round. 

Eddie Thomson was showing his hand 
when he picked that squad against South 
Korea and it is a football certainty that 
Awaritefe will again be amongst the 
names when the next Aussie squad is 
announced. 

But at 29 he knows that he has to keep 
on producing the goods on the field to 
fight off the challenge of younger 
players as Australia plans for the next 
World Cup campaign. 

And with the form he has shown again 
this season for the Blues, who could 
seriously doubt that the best goal 
poacher in the CCSL will make it?

Parramatta coach Rale Rasic is 
only too aware of the size of the 
job in front of his team if the 
Eagles are to make this season's 
play-offs. 

After today's game against 
South Melbourne, Parramatta 
have what most journalists 
consider a soft road home. 

But they will still require 
another 14 or so points to make 
another finals' appearance. 

In their last seven games they 
only play against Top Six teams 
twice, and both those games are 
in Sydney against Sydney United 
and Marconi. 

That should give Rasic's team 
ample opportunity to stake a 
strong claim for a play-off place 
in what has been something of a 
transition year for the Granville 
side. 

The loss of four key players 
from last year's squad has done 
much to dent the consistency that 
is required to achieve a high 
league position. 

In Socceroos Aytek Genc, 
Robbie Wheatley and David 
Lowe, Parramatta had a core of 
solid and experienced players 
which all clubs need to be 
successful. And in rising star 
Michael Reda they had a player 
who showed flashes of brilliance 
which were often enough to turn 
a game. 

But with the retiral of 
Wheatley, the transfer of Lowe 
and Reda and the _ well- 
publicised split between Genc 
and the club Rasic was forced to 


re-mix his ingredients. 

Drafted in were newcomers Joe 
Spiteri (Albion), John Koch 
(Newcastle), Glenn Gwynne 
(Brisbane Strikers), Glenn Sprod 
(Newcastle) and Craig Moffitt (also 
Newcastle). 

Spiteri has been something of a 
bonus for Rasic, and after being 
overlooked by the Victorian CCSL 
clubs the ‘Parramatta Spitfire’ has 
shown glimpses of a fine talent. 

Brendan Renaud, brought up from 
the youth side, has also been in 
impressive form lately, as has 
another new signing, ex—Vardar star 
Lupjco Naumovski who was at one 
time one of three much heralded 
imports at Wollongong who were 
all shown the door within weeks of 
their arrival. 

But maybe the biggest individual 
improvement of any player at the 
club has been that of sweeper Nick 
Orlic. 

Rasic signed the tall defender 
from his old State League club, 
Canterbury, and promised big 
things from him. 

"Orlic has the ability to go all the 
way in this game, and is a future 
Socceroo," said Rasic at the time. 

"At this age he is the best left 
sided player in Australia." 

But a disastrous CCSL debut for 
the Eagles which saw the player 
booed by his own fans and ridiculed 
in the press, made Rasic look like a 


mug. 
However, Orlic bounced back and 
after another season with 


Canterbury he has been one of the 
best rookies in this year's CCSL. 

If the Eagles side has taken some 
time to blend then at Jeast it has 
shown that there is reason to be 
confident in the future. 

Rasic has brought together a good 


squad of players which shows 
considerable depth. 

Still waiting in the wings for a 
sustained run in the first team is 
former Joey and NYL Player of the 
Year, Tom Haythormwaite. 

The young defender has shown in 
limited opportunities this season that 
he has what it takes. 

Up front, the main Parramatta 
threat comes from Jove—him-or- 
hate-him Marshall Soper, who has 
put together a good first season 
partnership with Spiteri. 

Soper is one of the most enigmatic 
players in Australia. Undeniably a 
brilliant ball player, his lack of self 
contro] on the park often makes him 
a target for abuse. 

But in Soper Parramatta has a 
player who can turn the ball on a 
sixpence and change the course of a 
game just as quick. 

Last week Rasic did a ‘snow job' 
on the media when he conned the 
Sydney press into printing that he 
was going to drop Soper. 

Maybe that was enough to fox 
West Adelaide which allowed the 
Eagles to grab a vital 3-2 win which 
kept them in touch with the pack 
hunting those Top Six places - and 
virtually ended West Adelaide's at 
the same time. 

Today Rasic will be up to his old 
tricks again, and will do his best to 
outfox the Blues and gain some 
advantage. 

A master of 'mind games’, Rasic is 
also one of Australia's finest coaches 
and for the last quarter of a century 
he has taken great delight in 
winning games that he shouldn't. 

South Melbourne, short odds with 
the bookies for this match, present 
Rale Rasic with just another 
opportunity to prove that the ball 
really is round.

Spink stays,

Maybe the whole story hasn't come out in the wash yet but the 
latest episode in the continuing sage of Newcastle Breakers 
has seen the expected sacking of coach Jim Foley — just days 
after he placed star striker Warren Spink on the Open to 
Transfer list.

With Spink on the transfer list, former Kilmarnock 
professional Lawrie McKinna decided that enough was 
enough and packed his boots to head back to his NSW Super 
League club, Blacktown City.

It Looks Like 
A Melbourne 
Grand Final 


The CCSL looks to have finally broken itself up into groups, 
with three separate ones fighting out the various different 
sections in the Top Six. 

At the top are Melbourne Knights and South Melbourne 
who look to have distanced themselves enough from the pack 
to make it a straight fight for places 1 and 2. That means, 
regardless of who wins the Premiership, that the Grand Final 
will be played in Melbourne this year. Should a Sydney club 
make a Jate charge to knock one of the two big Melbourne 
clubs out of the Top Six, then the Grand Final venue will be 
decided by whichever team qualifies first for the Grand Final 
i.e. the winner of the Major Semi Final. 

The loser of that Major Semi Final will then fight it out with 
the winner of the mini series between the other four clubs for 
the second Grand Final spot. 

But on form it looks very much as if the Knights and Blues 
will finish in the top two while Sydney United and Marconi 
take out third and fourth spots. They have also opened up a 
five point gap between themselves and the other clubs who 
haven't yet managed to show any consistency. 

That leaves two Top Six spots, and here a cluster of 
Brisbane Strikers, Sydney Olympic, Adelaide City, 
Parramatta Eagles and Morwell Falcons are split by a mere 
three games. 

Parramatta have possibly the easiest run home and Rale 
Rasic would be targeting at least nine points from their 
remaining games. That would see them finish with a total of 
36, maybe just enough to grab a place. 

Brisbane Strikers have maybe found form at the right 
moment and if their smal] squad can avoid injury and 
suspension they look capable of picking up another eleven 
points although successive games against the Knights and 
Sydney United could see them temporarily out of the Six. 
Eleven points would see them with a total of 38. 

Morwell Falcons look like the other bet for a first ever Top 
Six place, and if they maintain the type of form they showed 
against the Blues they could well pick up eleven points also - 
leaving them with 35. The crucial game for the Falcons is 
their tie with Parramatta Eagles at Granville in Round 22. 

Of the other two, Sydney Olympic will struggle to get ten 
points, anything else would require a consistency which they 
are not showing, leaving them with a maximum 37 but a more 
probable 34, and out of contention. 

Adelaide City might just miss out this year. A tough derby 
with West Adelaide is backed up with away games to 
Morwell, Marconi and Sydney United and a home game 
against South Melbourne. 

The Zebras are maybe the key to the whole league — if they 
take the points that look beyond them, then it could be enough 
to get them a place in the play offs, and also send the 
Premiership to Somers Street.

Bringing the game 
into disrepute 


Actions by players and club 
officials which do not fall 
under the actual laws of the 
game are sometimes dealt 
with by the ASF Tribunal on 
a charge of bringing the game 
into disrepute. 

This is an option which is 
open to the ASF when an 
incident is reported after a 
game when a referee either 
does not see an incident or 
does not take any action. 

With the increased use of 
video tape footage as 
evidence it is likely that use 
of this particular arm will 
increase rather than the other 
way about. 

Charges of bringing the 
game into disrepute can also 
be brought against club 
officials and players for 
making volatile remarks to 


the press after a game. 

"It is the game's way of 
keeping its bad linen in- 
house," says National 
Dircetor of Referees, Gary 
Power. 

Power was himself a top 
rated FIFA referee in his 
whistling days but is now at 
the brunt of a constant stream 
of criticism over the 
performances of some of his 
officials this season. 

Inside Soccer spoke to Gary 
this week after a barrage of 
phonecalls were received 
from irate South Melbourne 
supporters over referee 
Gordon Dunster's handling of 
the Morwell Falcons match 
last Sunday. 

Because of possible charges 
being made against players 
and club officials over any 


comments made, no official 
or player from South 
Melbourne was spoken to 
when making this report. 

Three areas of controversy 
arose from that match, 
varying in the degree of 
intensity. 

The least volatile was the 
actual goal scored by Francis 
Awaritefe.

What steps are taking place to 
upgrade the standards of 
refereeing in Australia? 

Gary Power 

Our development programme 
will see minor changes made 
in the short term but any real 
changes to the standard will 
take about three to five years 
to implement. 

Through the sponsroship of 
Samsung I am now able to 
compile hot spot videos of 
game incidents, edit them and 
then duplicate them for 
senind out to over 5,000 
referees in Australia. 

This is a learning process and 
in time we will see a big 
improvement in standards. 
One area of concern now is 
the non-awarding of 
penalties in many games 
because the referees are too 
close to the action. 

What I am stressing to 
referees is that they must get 
a correct angle as their first 
priority. 

I have also made a suggestion 
to the ASF that Alex Byron 
of Rugby League Video be 
contracted to supply match 
videos of each game. These 
would be made available 
immediately after the game to 
the coaches and would help 
them not only to go back over 
controversial incidents, but 
also to study the game 


played. 

In the same way they could 
be used by referees who 
would have a video of their 
performance immediately 
after the match. 

I would then ask the refrees 
to watch the video replay 
before making a report on the 
game to me. 

The cost of this scheme 
would be $234 per match.

Have you considered the 
importation of overseas 
referees for top games and 
seminars. 

Gary Power 

Yes, but it is impracticable. It 
would cost about $14,000 to 
fly out a referee by the time 
we have paid first class 
airfare, five star 
accomodation (FIFA 
requiorements), $US160 per 
day salary, meals and other 
expenses. 

If we brought someone out 
from Europe then by the time 
you take off two days for 
travelling and a possible three 
days for jet lag we are only 
left with five working days. 
So financially it isn't really 
workable. 

After the 1974 World Cup 
Saudi Arabia brought out 
Jack Taylor for a six month 
contract period yet today they 


lag much further behind 
Australia in refereeing 
standard. 


We have looked at a lot of 
different angles but there is 
not easy—fix solution. 

I think that the answer is in 
the referees who are 
officiating at National Youth 
League fixtures just now. 
They are out future and it is 
them who we must look to 
towards raising the standard.
